Uncle Rufus Hatch Denies some Newspaper 
Lies— How the Reporters Played Robber— 
“Hell’s Half Acre” and the “Devil’s Paint 
Pots.” 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, October 13.—The departure of 
the foreign guests of President Villard of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, and of “Un- 
cle Rufus’”” Hatch of the Yellowstone Park 
improvement Company, who have been 
among the excursionists of the recen ttrips 
over the new Western thoroughfare, and wit- 
nessed the wonders of the great National 
Park, has revived the stories related of the 
scandalous antics perpetrated by certain 
members of both parties hailing from across 
the water. ‘‘Uncle Rufus” Hatch has here- 
tofore declined to say anything regarding 
this interesting topic. He was yesterday, 
however, encountered in the corridors of the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, where he called to speed 
the parting guests. 

In reply to an opening inquiry as to 
the salient purpose of the expedition, and 
why he had spent so much money for the 
eee of seventy-iive or eighty people, he 
said: 

‘‘What I wanted was to show a few repre- 
sentative people of both sides of the sea 
some of the features of our Great West, es- 

cially the beauties and wonders of the 

‘Yellowstone Park, for I believed when they 
reached home and told their story it would 
be the means of attracting attention to the 


| country and its enterprises,

great grain farms and magnilic@at factories, 


and especially open to the tourists of the old 
world and the new fresh fie!ds of observa- 
tion.” 

“What were the impressions of your 
guests ?”’ inquired the reporter. 

‘‘As faras I could gather they were unani- 
mous that they had never seen bigger hills, 
prettier fields, purer water and water falls, 
longer railroads or received such a thumping 
as in the overland travel from one camp to 
another in the Yellowstone Park. It wasa 
continuation of experiences which I think 
they heartily enjoyed, and what is mors, 
they are coming again with all their sisters 
and their cousins and their aunts.” 

**Has the expedition been a costly one?” 

“Well, yes and no, not as much as 
it might have been and not more 
than it was worth. All the railway 
dines were generous in placing special 
trains at our disposal, and, with the single 
exception, from Buftalo to Niagara Falls, I 
had no outlay beyond that which was vol- 
untary. Of course/our provender was a 
separate thing. The caterer had a carte 
blanche, the coloréd waiters were artists, 
and the porters in the sleeping-cars were 
only sorry when the general break-up left 
them in the lurch. The hospitality of sev- 
etal of the hotel-keepers en route was also 
ufmistakable.”’ 

“How: about the dudes? They say you 
had some on your special who played ali 

of antics.” ~~ 

“Dudes? Oh! That was all newspaper 
fabrication,” and Uncle Rufus’ eyes 
twinkled merrily. 

“If there were any on the train I must 
have been at the front, for when I reached 
the Hot Mammoth Springs Hotel my man 
absent-mindedly gave me a ‘biled’ shirt, and 
when I walked out of the ‘bawth’ (you see I 
am beginning to speak correct English now), 
the entire party marked me down as the 
King Kalico of that particular tribe, and 
said I was the boss magistrate of the dude 
contingent.” 

“But the young Englishmen—didn’t they 
make things lively ?”’ 

“No. I should say the other people made 
it lively for them. The truth is there were 
three or four young gentlemen who had never 
before been far from home, and _~ were 
virtually inexperienced travelers. n the 
eyes of many of the Americans, especialiy 
out West, their dress was outre and peculiar, 
butin England no attention would have been 
paid toit. After awhile the young gents 
found it convenient to lay aside their fancy 
toggery, and wesaw no more of it. Il imagine 
the change in their programme came about 
in this way: At Joliet, lil., you know there 
isa bie State prison, and while we were 
stopping there for a moment somebody 
saw the chaps in the baggage car 
with their yachting clothes on, tooking in 
their stripes the personification of escaped 
convicts. You may fancy my feelings when 
we arrived at Davenport. 1 opened a tele- 
gram inthe presence of a number of my 
guests, signed by the warden of the prison, 
and asking me to aid the authorities 

IN ARRESTING THE RUNAWAYS, 
and return them to the prison. You ought 
to have seenthose young gents, when they 
heard of it, precipitately retire and get into 
plain clothes,” and Uncle Rufus indulgedina 
chuckle that had in it all the notes of a chro- 
matic scale. 

“It is reported throughout the country 
that yon put upa jobon the dudes at the 
Mammoth Hot Springs Hotel and had them 
robbed by highwaymen, frontier fashion ; is 
that so?” 

“No, sir, that’s another mammoth lie, and 
the man of the quill who invented it ought to 
be parboiled in one of the springs. was 
asleep and knew nothing of it until some one 
called me down stairs. When I reached the 
scene of the trouble the bottom facts poured 
out like this: It seems that three or four of 
the young gentlemen, soon after their 
arrival, had taken horses not belonging 
to the company and_— gone for 
what they called a ‘bawth,’ about two 
miles distant. ‘This was ice cream to some 
of the gentlemen connected witb the Eastern 
press, and they at once hired four or five 
long-haired frontiersmen to go out and give 
the young tourists a scare, and I understand 
they did it,” said Uncle Rufus, ‘in real 
Western style, securdum artem revoivibus, 
come-down-and-ciean-outicabus, Only think 
of the ridiculous position for a man to be 

ASKED TO HOLD UP HIS HANDS 
when he is in swimming and his clothes, watch 
and revolver on the shore. The victims threw 
up their hands, surrendered their watches, 
money and pistols, meekly delivered up their 
horses and then were permitted to coime out 
of the lake and dress themselves and make 
tracks for the hotel, which they must have 
done in rapid order. When I saw them they 
were ou: of breath, used up and indignant. 
I was quite as much astonished as themselves 
when my eye caught that of my private sec- 
retary, who, after listening to their tale of 


quite clearly ahd refused. After a little 
chaff the customer suggested that they 
should match a dollar whether he should 
pay two prices or nothing. That’s the whole 
of the story. But it was told to a newspaper

other luxuries were incurred at will. 
He was well informed that the cost of the 
trip had already reached $250,000, and if the 
guests did not soon depart he feared that the 
tloating debt of the road would be increased 
enormously. Many, he understood, were 
still guests of the road at the most 
expensive up-town  hostelries. They 
seemed not content with having  en- 
joyed the generous treatment extended 
them throughout the trip, but seemed 
intent on bleeding the corporation to the ut- 
most they were able.

Suicide at Alton. 


RASH RISBY 


A Young Man Overcome with Love 
Takes Poison, 


Writing His Last Message on His Shirt 
Front—The Lines to Emma and Mother 
—He Could Not Live Without Her. 


By Tolegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, October 13.—David H. Risby, 
who lived with his mother at No. 254 East 
One Hundred and Twelfth street, left home 
on the evening of October 4, to buy a milk 
route from a Harlem milk dealer. He took 


out with him $700 with which to pay for it. 
He did not come home and did not call on 
the milk dealer, so the latter says. He could 
not be found, At 2 o’clock on Wednesday 
afternoon a cab deposited at Johnson's 
Hotel, at Nineteenth street and Fifth avenue, 
& young man neatly dressed in biack. He 
went into the bar-room and drank a milk 
punch. Half an hour later he went 
away. At dusk he returned and 
said that he 
WOULD REMAIN OVER NIGHT. 

He had a front reum on the second floor, 
opening ona piazza which looks out upon 
Central Park. He appeared to be tipsy. 
On Thursday he sat up on the piazza for 
nearly two hours, went away and came back 
again at5 o’clock. He ordered a glass of 
Sarsaparilla. @#Chen he went to his own 
room. He had asked Mr. Edward Johnson, 
the proprietor of the hotel, not to have bim 
disturbed. He did not appear yesterday and 
about 5o’clock in the afternoon Johnson, 
after trying the door, got into the room by 
the window over the piazza. ‘The first thing 
which caught his eye was the young man’s 
shirt,which lay on the table. The bosom was 
— over witha lead pencil. On the left 
side 

OF THE SHIRT BOSOM 
were these words: ‘‘No inquest, 
did it. David H. Risby, No : 
Kast One Hundred: and Twelfth street.” 
Alongside of the shirt was an empty vial, la- 
beled, “Su.phate of morphia, one-eighth 
ounce, avoirdupois; Powers & Weightman, 
Philadelphia.” Johnson shook Risby by the 
shoulder; he gasped, but did not speak. He 
was taken to the Presbyterian Hospital and 
died there twenty minutes after he arrived. 
The other writing on the _ shirt- 
front was: “Emma, do you _ believe 
me now, that the end has come? 
Dave.” ‘This was over the spot which cov- 
ered his heart. Beneath it was: ‘This is 
the end of a weary life without her,” and 
further down, “Let Miss Em’s lawyer know, 
at No. 875 Sixth avenue.” 

ON THE RIGHT SIDE 
of the shirt bosom was this: *‘Mother, keep 
the past a secret. If not for my sake, for 
Em’s. Dave.” 

Nothing but a button hook was in his 
pockets. What became of his $700 does not 
appear. Risby was 29 years old. His fa- 
ther, who died five years ago, was in good 
circumstances and for many years was em- 
ployed in the United States Assay office in 
thiscity. Risby had tried to kill himself twice 
before. in December, 1878, he fell in love 
with Miss Jessie Hunt, who gave music les- 
sons to his sister. 

HE ASKED HER TO MARRY 
him but she refused. He finally met her in 
his mother’s parlor alone. He took the razor 
from his pocket and threatened. to kill her 
unless she promised to marry him. He 
1orced her to accompany him to the house of 
the Rev. Samue! H. Virgin, at No. 200 East 
124th street, where they were married. The 
marriage was annulled and he was sent to 
the Elmira reformatory. He was released 
on parole in October, 1880. In May, 1881, the 
reformatory officials wanted him for some 
misconduct, and a policeman went to his 
house to arrest him. Inthe Harlem Station, 
where he was taken, he fired a pistol ata po- 
liceman and then shot himself in the left 
breast. He recovered in. two months. 
HIS OTHER ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE 

was in the house of a cousin, when 
he drank laudanum. Since then his 
mother says that he behaved himself, having 
given up the habits of dissipation which 
are said to have unsettled his 
mind. Lately he had been attentive to Miss 
Emma Sawyer, who is vice-principal of a 
public school and lives at No. 875 Sixth ave- 
nue. He wanted her to marry him, but itis 
said she refused him. Risby had occasional 
employment in the Pension Bureau of this 
city.

Progress of the Investigation Into the Loss 
of the Records of the Grand Jury—Marshall 
F. McDonald Resigns—A Vigilance Com- 
mittee of Citizens Selected—Dr. Lutz Makes 
a Statement—Latest Details of the Police 
Scandal, 


Rather unexpectedly the Criminal Court took 
up this morning anew the investigation of the 
mysterious disappearance of Stenographer John- 
son’s notes of the late Grand Jury proceedings. 
When Judge Van Wagoner came upon the bench 
at 10 o’clock, he said: 

“Mr. Harris, the court.is advised that you 
desire to take up the investigation of the matter 
of those missing records this morning. You may 


proeeed, sir.” 
‘‘A consultation following between the Circuit 


Attorney and Mr. McDonald and Mr. Harris then 
called on Mr. Finney to take the stand.” 

‘“‘Who was with Mr. White the other evening 
when you gave him the key of the office?” he 


was asked. 

“No one; nor was any one wih him when he 
came back. Isaw noone with him. I had no 
intimation of the urpose for which Mr. White 
got my key.” This the witness reiterated, and 
he was then permitted to leave the stand. 

) MR. JOHN A. DILLON

Of oats, 33,436 bu for city consumption, 10,501 bu 
for rail and 23,146 bu for river shipment; of rye, 
1,837 bu forcity mills and 13,511 bu for rail ship- 
ment.——In a letter to the New York Bulletin, 
under date of September 29, H. Kains-Jackson of 
London sums up the situation in wheat in Europe 
as follows: “The actual state of the wheat and 
flour market at this date is sullen discouragement. 
Holders of stock, believing they had reason on 
their side when they bought, acknowledge that 
the mass of stocks immediately in front of bayers 
has spoilt the market; noris any immediate re- 
covery of value looked for except through special 
influences of weather or politics that cannot be 
foreseen. There has been a long lull in buying, 


and that infers a corresponding lull must soon 
come in the rush of imports, sO as to allow con- 
sumptionto eat the market out of its present 
difficulties. eompgerne: & a month’s time will be 
waited for this week, and probably it will be 
December before the present incumbrances can 
disappear and allow of active and profitable 
trade. Meanwhile, it is conceded that the quota- 
tions of good wheat should be maintained, and 
that the only fluctuations desirable will be such

Exsoreass in 
that market are said to be without orders for 
wheat on anything near a working basis.and halfa 
dozen loads a. day satisfy their wants for the 
present.——Off the English coast on the 27fh ult., 
there were 14 cargoes of wheat, comprising 2 Rus- 
sian, 2 American, 3 New. Zealand, 1 Argentine and 
6Chilian. Here ts half the amount off coust from 
South America, It is supposed by parties in the 
trade here that Louis Roth, who was a European

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Lovely little ornaments are made by cov- 
ering smal! plaques with plush upon which 
is embroidered or painted a spray of flowers 
or one or two peacock feathers, 

Bannock pudding is made of one cup of 
corn meal, one of flour, well mixed, one cup 
of sour milk, one tablespoonful of lard, a 


psmall teaspoonful of soda; bake or steam. 


If you do not wish to use the skins and 
seeds of quinces to make jelly, stew them in 
a little water, strain this juice, and use it to 
wet the sugar and help make the syrup for 
your preserved quinces.

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‘THE SOCIAL EVIL. 

Resolutions of the Recent Congress at 
the Hague. 


The Congress of the British and Continen- 
tal Federation for the Abolition of State 
Regulation of Vice held at the Hague, was 
brought toa close Saturday, when the fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted : 

1. The congress demands that in every Na- 
tionin dealing with all ) ess arising 
from the mutual relations of men and wom- 
en, the law, if it speaks at all, shall declare 
itself on the side of equal morality and equal 
justice between the two sexes. 

2. The Congress condemns the compulso- 
ry examination of the person as practiced un- 
der the system of the State Regulation of 
Vice, whether applied to men or women, as 
a gross viOlation of personal individual 
right, an outrage on the best instincts of civ- 
ilization, and, wherever reduced to an ad- 
ministrative system, a hygienic failure. _ 

3, ‘The Congress also condemns all official 
recognition of prostitution of a trade and an 
official recognition and toleration of houses 
organized for the purpose of sexual vice. 

4. The Congress condemns tne system of 
giving to the police, or to any administrative 
body, any discretionary or exceptional pow- 
erin relation to public morality, and de- 
clares that this subject ought to be governed 
by the common law. 

5. Wherever the provisions of National 
laware not already sufficient to enforce 
the prohibition of organized traffic in vice. 


.thus striking at the procurer and those on 


whose behalf the procurer acts, this congress 
demands that they shall be completed so as 
to secure that object. 

6, Considering the new and very remarka- 
ble proofs of the absolute failure and even 
the dangers of state regulation of vice for 
the purpose of protecting the publie health, 
which have accumulated during the last few 
years; considering, moreover, the deciara- 
tions of many of the chief specialist 
scientific authorities explaining the scientific 
reasons which make it impossible for any 
system of examination to render prostitution 
anything else than dangerous to the public 
health, the Hygienic section of the congress 
declares that it contirms the resolutions 
adopted at the previous congresses at Geneva 
und Genoa, and absolutely condemns the 
system of regulation as a preventative meas- 
ure for avoiding the diseases which spring 
from vice. 

A further resolution was carried express- 
ing the hope that the present Dutch Govern- 
ment would carry out the resolution of its 
predecessors and initiate a full international 
inquiry into the means of preventing the 
trattiic in women and children, and stating 
the conviction that it is necessary that any 
commission conducting such an inguiry, In 
order to jead to satisfactory results and meet 
the legitimate demands of public opinion, 
should contain persons other than officials, 
and especiaily those who have studied the 
question from the point of view of the Fed- 
eration. The seances were concluded by an 
address from the President, M. de Laveleye, 
who reviewed the work of the week. ; 

In the evening a large reception was given 
by Count Hogendory, at which some 
speeches were made, and the Burgmeister 
expressed his grateful thanks to the Federa- 
tion for having held the congress at the 
Hague. He was entirely convinced of tie 
principles of the Federation, and expressed 
the belief that the present congress would 
lead to good results, both at the Hague and 
throughout Holiand in general.

OLD LON DON. 


Life in the British Metropolis in First 
Half of the Sixteenth Century. 


Froia the National Review. 


During the reigu of Henry VIII, the splen- 
dor of civic shows roseto its utmost height, 
and the profusion of gold and silver dis- 
played, the costly silks, embroidered tapes- 
tries and gorgeous dresses caused the pa- 
geaunt to reach a climax of magnificence 
which is almost incredible. It must not be 
imagined, however, that all this parade sig- 
hnified universal rosperity throughout 
London and that the citizens contributed 
equally to its maintenance. It was far oth- 
erwise. The wealth of the metropolis was 
at that time engrossed by comparatively few 
individuals, and these spectacies were the 
only opportunities which the rich and pow- 
erful possessed for showing forth their opu- 
lence, While they also alforded the only 
amusement available to the common people. 
The manner of living among the gener- 
ality of the citizens was at that time very 
miserable, According to an ancient map of 
the period the whole of the metropulis was 
then confined within the city walls, and the 
suburbs were almost wholly void of build- 
ings. A few houses stood in Smithfield and 
a few more led to the Strand; but the fieids 
came close upto the wall along almost the 
whole of its northern and eas‘ern circuim- 
ference. Charing Cross was merely con- 
nected with the city by an irregular row of 
houses, and the village of St. Giles lay iso- 
lated in the open country. Inside the wall 
were no less than 130,000 constant residents: 
for the merchants had then no country 
villas, but dwelt night and day upon their 
business premises. ‘the houses were sinail 
and narrow, and the floors, says Erasmus, 
‘were commonly of clay, strewed with 
rushes, under which lay unmolested an 
ancient collection of beer, grease, fragments, 
bones, and everything that is nasty.” The 
same author tells usthat the crowded man- 
ner of building and the almost total exclu- 
sion of light and air from the dwellings 
caused the frequent plagues with which the 
city was ravaged. Alleys, courts and by- 
paths abounded in every direction, and the 
streets, though numerous, were narrow. 
There was but one commodious and regular 
road. It led through the heart of the city, 
fron Aldersgate, to Ludgate, and, 
as it was the route o all the 
civic processions and shows, great 
care was bestowed upon it by the municipal 
authorities. It was almost entirely occu- 
pied by goldsmiths’ shops, and all trades of 
a less splendid appearance wee rigidly ex- 
cluded.

Postal Rates Ninety Years Ago. 
From the Elmira Aavertiser. 


Now that the two-cent postage law has 
gone into effect, the following previsions of 
the first law of Congress on the subject will 
be read with interest: 

February 20, 1792, was the date of the first 
act fixing rates of postage on domestic letters 
and established the following rates, to take 
effect June 1, 1792: 

Act February 20, 1792, section 9, by land: 

For every single letter not exceeding 30 
miles, 6 cents. 

For every single letter over 30 miles and 
not exceeaing 60 miles, 8 cents. 

For every single letter over 60 miles and 
not exceeding 100 miles, 10 cents. 

For every single letter over 100 miles and 
not exceeding 150 miles, 12% cents. 

For every single letter over 150 miles and 
not exceeding 200 miles, 15 cents. 

For every single letter over 200 miles and 
not exceeding 250 miles, 17 cents. 

For every singie letter over 250 miles and 
not exceeding 350 miles, 20 cents. 

For every sing!e letter over 350 miles and 
not excveding 450 miles, 22 cents, 

For every single letter over 450 miles, 25 
cents. 

For every double letter, double the said 
rates. 

For eyery triple letter, triple the said rates. 

For every packet weighing one ounce 
avoirdupois, to pay at the rate of four single 
letters for each ounce, and in that proportion 
fur any greater weight.
